that most dancchalls and resorts just 
outside the city sell liquor in violation 
of the prohibition law and the investi- 
gator also reported houses of prostl 
tution outside the city but none In 
Appleton. Complaints to county of- 
ficials against these places have not 
resulted in action, the report says.

TAX LEGISLATION 


The house and senate conferees did not 


waste any time in reaching an agreement 
on tax legislation. It shows what can be 
done when politicians want to get home 
and the end of congress is at hand. 
The 


compromise bill provides for a total esti- 
mated reduction in taxes of $223,000,000, 
which is much nearer the amount set by 
the senate than the $290,000,000 voted by 
the house. As usual in such cases the 
senate, with its greater prestige and polit- 
ical influence, controlled the delibera- 
tions. 


The compromise was reached 
along 


exactly right lines. The increase in tax 
reduction accepted by the senate is taken 
up almost entirely by a further lowering 
of the corporation rate from 12^ to 12 
per cent. 
This is without question the 


place where tax relief will do the 
most 


good to business, industry and the con- 
sumer. While it is as much as the corpo- 
rations had hoped to receive, it is never- 
theless unfortunate that the rate has not 
been reduced before this to at least 10 per 
cent. 


The administration's/'desire to 
have 


the inheritance tax repealed was rejected 
by both house and senate. 
Perhaps in 


another couple of years it will be pos- 
sible to deal with this subject on its mer- 
its and with more political restraint. The 
three per cent tax on automobiles is to 
go, here again in disagreement with the 
administration and against its wishes. On 
this proposition we also think the admin- 
istration is right and congress wrong. 


It is, however, the general expectation 


that the president will sign the tax bill 
despite his objections to some of its pro- . 
visions. The most important phase of it to 
'be considered was the total reduction in 
anticipated revenue, and since that has 
been kept reasonably near the recommen- 
dations of the president and Secretary 
Mellon, it is altogether likely he will ap- 
prove the bill. In fact, he could hardly 
afford to veto it, with the certainty that 
it would mean no tax legislation.

Would like to ask what you know of

at a real athlete and notice that he or she carries 
no superfluous load of muscle.

child care in the United States. A se- 
ries of five regional conferences held 
throughout the country during May 
by the Legion workers who give es- 
pecial attention to the care of tho 
orphaned children of World War vet- 
erans, has given new vitality to the 
Legion program of child betterment 
by emphasizing the 
changing pro- 


gram. The Legion is now seeking, 
wherever possible to keep every or- 
phaned or neglected child in its nat- 
ural home, or in an adopted home, 
rather than to establish asylums for 
the youngsters. 


This trend of the Legion work is 


being gratefully acclaimed by most of 
the older organizations working for 
child welfare. The Legion has a basic 
income of about 
9100,000 
a year 


from an cndownment fund for child 
welfare work, but through its branch- 
es it raises several times that amount 
each year, and 
the 
child 
welfare 


agencies which have been for many 
years dealing with problems which 
are still fairly new to the Legion are 
gratified to see the large new wealth 
and man power which the Legion 
puts into welfare work, directed along 
lines dictated by long experience. 


It has taken the veterans' organiz- 


ation only about two years to strug- 
gle through the maze of varying sug- 
gestions which assail any 
organiza- 


tion newly launched in benevolent ef- 
fort. As one old time worker in child 
welfare expressed it, "The Legion has 
found its place very quickly^It is five 
years ahead of itself in this work." 


The definite change* in the Legion 


policy this year has been to abandon, 
as rapidly as possible, its original plan 
of erecting orphan asylums, 
under 


the neater name of "Childrens Bil- 
lets," and to make 
available 
the 


funds formerly applied to maintain- 
ing the Billets. The Billet plan was 
thrust on the Legion some years ago

When 
outright cash aid is the only way, it 
is provided when possible. The 
last 


thing the Legion wants is for the chil- 
dren of veterans ty> go permanently to 
asylums, and relatively few are being 
sent. Meanwhile the standard of or- 
phan institutions is being raised con- 
stantly, and the attetiov of the pub- 
lic is beig directed toward the public 
duty of giving children who beome 
wards of the public a real chance in 
life. 


The older and long-estalished chiU 


welfare agencies are welcoming the 
new energy and funds brought to the 
whole- problem of child care by the 
veterans and child welfare by the or- 
ganization. This endownment, which 
is carefully safe-guarded as to princi- 
pal, affords a sound working basis 
for the nation-wide effort, and the 
state and local 
organizations 
each 


year add great sums to the central 
income for this work. 


The United States Veterans Bureau 


pays out considerable sums each year 
in compensation to orphans of \eter- 
ans, but the Bureau merely turns tho 
money over to the legally appointed 
guardians, and has limited means or 
authority for going into the States 
and counties and contacting the chil- 
dren to see what becomes of 
the 


funds. The veterans, through 
their 


posts and the units of their women's 
auxiliaries, get into every corner of 
the land, and in many cases have 
found that the guardians were not ap- 
plvins the funds to the actual care 
and education of the children. 


These cases are being straightened 


out by legal procedure. More than 20.- 
000 children are beneficiaries of the 
Federal Government through the Vet- 
erans Bureau, and by the help of the 
Xegion workers this government ex- 
penditure is being overseen and made 
to do the work for which Congress 
appropriates the money. State law^

Mr. Finley Is well known for his ma- 
terial on wild life as well as for his 
long experience as State biologist and 
game-warden of Oregon. Some of the 
pets whoso stories 
here appear are 


bears, panthers, a porcupine, a coati 
mundi, a coyote, a California quail, a 
wood pussy, a California condor and 
others not generally acceded 
to be 


companionable. 


I like this book for many reasons. 


First of all, there is no nature fak- 
ing. Ajfain it is interestingly written, 
and it inculcates Into a young person 
that the creatures oi th e animal 
world can be so much more entertain- 
ing when studied and 
known than 


•when silenced by slaughter. 
The au- 


thors quote Stephen Hawcis: 


"Children brought up with pets do 


not grow up into criminals." 


A porcupine seems a forbidding pet 


in the- way in \»blch 
he raises his 


quills, but that as the authors say is 
what they know "instinctively is the 
correct 
porcupine 
way of m.eting 


strangers." This 
porcupine liked to 


have his back rubbed. "Of course he 
was safe In knowing 
that no one 


would rub It the wrong way." 


And of course the authors do their 


part toward downing the entirely in- 
correct gossip that is bel.eved in much 
the same idle, groundless way as is 
gossip, that a porcupine "throws" his 
quills. This is what he really can do: 


"The quills are fastened to the body 


iust as hair Is. ... 
If they pene- 


trate the skin or clothing even light- 
ly, these barbs catch, and the quills 
easily pull out of 
the 
porcupine's 


hide." 


A porcupine's voice in the depth of 


quiet \voods is one of the most beauti- 
ful sounds in the world. This story 
brought back to me an early exist- 
ence in which porcupines did play 
their part. But I've not 
meant 
to 


dwell on this atory exclusively. The 
6ook is fascinating throughout. I rec- 
ommend it to every one interested In 
animal life.

There is a point where in- 
creased gross business ceases to mean 
an increase in net. Instead of merely 
try'ng constantly to expand their vol- 
ume of business year after year, re- 
tailers should pay more attention to 
reduction of selling expense, coordina- 
tion between departments, and service 
to customers. 
In this way they can 


translate some of this increase in 
gross to an increase in net profits. 
Indiscriminate price cutting 
merely 


for the sake of increasing volume does 
not in the long run, work to the ad- 
vantage of either the stores or the 
public. 


"Statistics show that retail 
trade 


over the country as a whole compared 
favorably with 1927 during the first 
three months of the year. 
Prelimin- 


ary April reports are somewhat less 
favorable, showing a decrease of 8 2-10 
per cent from April a year ago. To 
be sure, a part of this April decline in 
sales figures Is attributable to

ASHENDEN: or The British Agent, 


by "W. Somerset Maugham, Dpu- 
bleday, Doran and Company. 


During the World War each of the 


belligerent nations bad an elaborate 
secret service department. It is easy 
to surmise that many exciting epi- 
sodes occurred in connection with the 
operations of such espionage systems. 


We have had histories of practically 


all branches of the army and navy, 
from aviation to submarines, but only 
meager hints have come to us as to 
what happened to the men of the se- 
cret Intelligence service. vThe reason 
for this is obvious. Most of the thril- 
ling facts connected with that service 
can never be revealed, 
and hence 


many of the men—and women—who 
operated in that dangerous, necessary 
but thankless branch of the military 
forces will, like Harvey Birch in Coo- 
per's "The Spy," go to their graves 
"unwept, unhonored, and 
unsung," 


though their contribution to the win- 
ning of the war was worthy of recog- 
nition and reward. 


It seems that the famous English 


novelist and dramatist, W. Somerset 
Maugham, was connected with the in- 
telligence branch of the British war 
forces during the world conflict, and 
out of his experiences he has woven 
a fascinating story of the mysterious, 
exciting uncertain life lived by him- 
self and others who shared with him 
the dangers of that cervice. 


Mr. Maughan, fortunately, happen- 


ed to have the qualities which, at the 
beginning of the war, were the requi- 
sites of an agent in the British secret 
service. He had been educated in part 
at the University of Hedelberg. And 
what Is said of Ashenden, the secret 
agent in the story, when he is taken 
into the service, applies also to Mr. 
Maugham himself: "He had particu- 
lar qualifications for the secret ser- 
vice. He was acquainted with several 
European languages, and his profes- 
sion was excellent cover; on the pre- 
text that he was writing a book he 
could, without attracting 
attention, 


visit any neutral country." 


Ashenden was informed bluntly by 


Colonel B, in charge of the service, as 
doubtless -Here Maugham and others 
when becoming' an agent: "There's 
just one thins I think you ought to 
know before you take the job. If you 
do well, you will get no thanks. And 
if you get into trouble.'you will get no 
help." 


Fortunately for tho readers of this 


story, -Mr. Maugham is one of the 
most skilled story-tellers in the world. 
In addition, therefore, to having, from 
experience, thq Inside facts concerning 
the mysterious and fascinating life of 
a British agent, he has the craftsman- 
ship with which to set forth in the 
most skillful way the events in the 
career of bis leading character. He 
has given us, therefore, a popular 
exciting book, it is true, but one that 
19? written vwith- the artisti*. smooth- 
ness and finish of a writer of the high- 
est rank. 


The plan of this at present widely 


popular book is very simple. Ashen- 
den, a writer who has become a Brit- 
ish secret agent, travels in connection 
with his duty to Geneva, Italy, Siberia, 
and other places. As might be expect- 
ed, he is thrown into the midst of in- 
triques, dangerous plots and counter- 
plots, and even scenes of violence and 
sudden death. 


Some of the most interesting parts 


of the book introduce us to 
other 


agents who work under 
Asbenden's 


direction. Perhaps the most curious 
and Interesting Is "The Hairless Mexi 
can," who despite his melodramatic ti 
tie, seems a real person, one whom 
Maugham actually met during 
the 


war. 
Though this Mexican serves 


the British, Ashenden shudders in his 
presence for the man shows as little 
compunction about cutting a throat as 
be does about slicing an orange. 


Other strange characters are the 


renegade Englishman, now a German 
spy, in Switzerland, whose capture 
and execution Ashenden accomplishes 
by taking lessons in German from his 
German wife; also an Indian agitator 
and spy who swallows prussic acid 
when tricked into the hands of the 
British; and the blond, beautiful Bar- 
oness de Higgins, 
whom Ashenden 


suspects of being an Austrian spy. 


Strong dashes of humor, come of it 


ironical, flavor the story- There are 
also many smart, satirical touches like 
tho following: Colonel R, head of the 
British service, is telling Ashenden 
(remember, he is an author as well as 
a secret agent) about a yellow-haired 
lady with whom one of the French 
ministers at Kiceshas become friendly.

microscope at a supposedly clear drop 
of water and sees a paramedum dart 
across the field. Even tho most fas- 
tidious girl eventually overcomes her 
distaste for dissection and becomes 
thoroughly interested In investigating 
tho external and internal/anatomy of 
tho frog, according to Miss Erma 
Henry and Miss Margaret Ritchie, 
biology instructors at tho high school. 
Tho study of animals in tho course 
begins with the single-celled micros- 
copic forms, skims briefly over other 
forms of lower animals with a pause 
on the crayfish and a detailed study 
of tho frog and passes over to a sem- 
ester's study of man, whose digestive, 
excretory, 
respiratory, 
circulatory, 


and nervous systems are Investigat- 
ed. In each case tho course aims to 
give- tho pupil practical understand of 
tho processes and organs involved, 
and some good health suggestions. 


In the fall of tho year the stu- 


dents make collections of leaves, 
twigs, insects, weeds, seeds, and wild 
flowers which serve two purposes. In 
tho first place it Introduces tho young 
people to field work and In the sec- 
ond, supplies them \\M\ material they 
work with later. Flowering plants are 
studied 
in 
detail. The 
individual 


learns tho parts of a plant with tho 
function of each. Particular emphasis 
is placed upon life processes and. the 
adaptations a plant shows to 
carry 


out, these processes in a given en- 
vironment. After the flowering plant 
has been completed, the pupil studios 
m less detail simpler types of plants 
such as fungi, algal, and mbsses, and 
learns the economic value of plants as 
a group.

stressed because animals,
